Getting Riel of O ur ‘Unwelcom e Guests’ 
By LOGAN CLEN DENIN G, M. D. 


IN MY mail there is a regular 
succession of letters about infesta­ 
tion with worms. 
And p robably 
more than any p hy sician I can real­ 
ize how universal th a t p roblem is. 
When we hear statistics on the sub­ 
ject, it is hard to give them cre­ 
dence, but the fact is th a t p robably 
every p erson in the world is h ar­ 
boring, or has once harbored, an 
intestinal 
p arasite. 
“ Unwelcome 
guests” they have been called, but 
few of us feel any sy mp toms from 
them, so we hardly realize th a t they 
are unwelcome. 
If “ worms” can be called a dis­ 
ease, it is about the oldest of all dis­ 
eases. Indian and Chinese p hy si­ 
cians described worm infestations

over a thousand y ears B. C. Moses 
based many of his dietetic law s on 
the knowledge th a t the flesh he p ro­ 
hibited was likely to be infected. 
Most Troublesome 
A mere list of all the p arasites 
th at man harbors would outrun the 
lim its of this sp ace. B ut the three 
most troublesome, if I may judge by 
my corresp ondence, are p in-worms, 
round-worms and tap eworm s. 
Pin-worms are well described by 
their name. Tiny white things th a t 
look like a p in or thread, they are 
the common p arasites of children 
But the incidence of p in-worm in­ 
festation in adults is very high. 
They live in the lower p art of the 
intestine and craw l out over the su r­ 
face of the skin around the anus 
This causes the only sy mp toms of 
p in-worm infestation—itching and 
burning and irritation of the p arts 
around the buttocks. Re-infection 
is very natural because the child 
scratches the itchy p art and en­ 
ables live worms and eggs to re­ 
enter the digestive tract. 
T reatm ent m ust aim at destroy ­ 
ing the p arasites in the bowel and 
the p revention of re-infection. 
Enem as Best 
Since 
the 
worms inhabit the 
lower bowel, they can best be at 
tacked by enemas. The oldest and 
still best ingredient is quassia. The 
quassia enema is made by dissolv 
ing two ounces of quassia chip s in a 
p int of warm w ater. (The domestic 


source of quassia is Jam aica, and a s 
an index of the extent of the p in- 
worm incidence in N orth Am erica, 
there were over half 
a million 
p ounds of quassia imp orted last 
y ear.) 
The enema should be sup p lement­ 
ed by the use of santonin by m outh. 
Preceded and followed by a p urge, 
santonin is given in the dose of 
one-quarter to one-half a gram fo r 
a child of three. Santonin candy is 
obtainable. 
|T o p revent re-infection the p a ra ­ 
sites th a t are imbedded in the skin 
of the buttocks m ust be killed. Any 
antisep tic, such as tincture of io­ 
dine, will accomp lish this. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
| E. M. S.; “ Please describe the di­ 
sease “y ellow jaundice,” and tell me 
if it is curable. The p atient is a 
child. W hat is the treatm ent?” 
Answer—Jaundice is the condi­ 
tion of bile getting in the blood. It 
is known by the y ellow coloration 
of the skin and ey eballs. Norm ally 
the bile flows down the bile ducts 
into the intestine. If there is any 
obstruction, such as a gallstone, in 
the bile duct, the bile is forced into 
the blood stream . Jaundice can also 
be caused by infection of the bile 
tracts. 
This form is p ainless. 
I 
should guess from y our descrip tion 
th a t is what y our p atient has. It is 
curable and goes away in about 
three weeks. T reatm ent is by a fat- 
free diet and sodium p hosp hate 
(teasp oonful in a half a glass of 
warm w ater) before breakfast. 


N. S.: “ Will y ou kindly advise me 
w hether a fish is more of a calcium 
builder than chicken or lam b?” 
Answer — N either fish, chicken 
nor lamb is esp ecially good as a 
calcium builder. Excep t th a t fish 
livers or fish liver oils, such as cod 
liver oil or halibut liver oil, has the 
p rop erty of fixing calcium in the 
tissues. Most of our caldum comes 
from milk and vegetables.

IN MY mail there is a regular 
succession of letters about infesta­ 
tion with worms. 
And probably 
more than any physician I can real­ 
ize how universal that problem is. 
W'hen we hear statistics on the sub­ 
ject, it is hard to give them cre­ 
dence, but the fact is that probably 
every person in the world is har­ 
boring, or has once harbored, an 
intestinal 
parasite. 
“Unwelcome 
guests” they have been called, but 
few of us feel any symptoms from 
them, so we hardly realize that they 
are unwelcome. 
If “worms” can be called a dis­ 
ease, it is about the oldest of all dis­ 
eases. Indian and Chinese physi­ 
cians described worm infestations

Most Troublesome 
A mere list of all the parasites 
that man harbors would outrun the 
limits of this space. But the three 
most troublesome, if I may judge by 
my correspondence, are pin-worrns, 
round-worms and tapeworms. 
Pin-worms are well described by 
their name. Tiny white things that 
look like a pin or thread, they are 
the common parasites of children 
But the incidence of pin-worm in­ 
festation in adults is very high. 
They live in the lower part of the 
intestine and crawl out over the sur 
face of the skin around the anus. 
This causes the only symptoms of 
pin-worm infestation—itching and 
burning and irritation of the parts 
around the buttocks. Re-infection 
is very natural because the child 
scratches the itchy part and en 
ables live worms and eggs to re­ 
enter the digestive tract. 
Treatment must aim at destroy 
ing the parasites in the bowel and 
the prevention of re-infection. 
Enemas Best 
Since 
the 
worms inhabit the 
lower bowel, they can best be at 
tacked by enemas. The oldest and 
still best ingredient is quassia. The 
quassia enema is made by dissolv 
ing two ounces of quassia chips in a 
pint of warm water. (The domestic 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E. M. S.; “Please describe the di­ 
sease “yellow jaundice,” and tell me 
if it is curable. The patient is a 
child. What is the treatment?” 
Answer—Jaundice is the condi­ 
tion of bile getting in the blood. It 
is known by the yellow coloration 
of the skin and eyeballs. Normally 
the bile flows down the bile ducts 
into the intestine. If there is any 
obstruction, such as a gallstone, in 
the bile duct, the bile is forced into 
the blood stream. Jaundice can also 
be caused by infection of the bile 
tracts. 
This form is painless. 
I 
should guess from your description 
that is what your patient has. It is 
curable and goes away in about 
three weeks. Treatment is by a fat- 
free diet and sodium phosphate 
(teaspoonful in a half a glass of 
warm water) before breakfast. 


N. S.: “Will you kindly advise me 
whether a fish is more of a calcium 
builder than chicken or lamb?” 
Answer — Neither fish, chicken 
nor lamb is especially good as a 
calcium builder. Except that fish 
livers or fish liver oils, such as cod 
liver oil or halibut liver cal, has the 
property of fixing calcium in the 
tissues. Most of our calef urn comes 
from milk and vegetables.
